This statement came 
after he had presented extempo- 
raneously from notes a long sum- 
mary of American policy in the 
Orient for the last five years. 

When Acheson concluded it, 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
asked about “the purported in- 
fluence of Communist sympa- 
thizers in the (State) Department 
during this period, whether you 
know of their having any influ- 
ence in arriving at the determina- 
tions that you have described 
here as the various steps which 
were finally arrived at?” 

Aeheson said: “I do not believe 
there Was or is any Communist 
influence any way affecting the 
determination of Chinese policy, 
either then or now.” 

Replies to Criticism. 

In his policy summary, Ache- 
son replied to various points of 
criticism which have been made 
again Far Eastern policy. 

He said the United States “did 
not know whether we had an 
atomic bomb or not” when it 
signed the 1945 Yalta agreement 
to bring Russia into the war 
against Japan. Some critics have 
protested that the agreement 
gave Russia territory permitting 
it now to threaten Japan. 

In effect, Acheson denied, too, 
that the Chinese Nationalist gov- 
ernment was defeated by the 
Communists for lack of United 
States support. 

He said the United States had 
authorized $2,000,000,000 in aid 
to the Nationalists—half in mili- 
tary and half in economic sup- 
plies—since the fall of Japan. 
And he declared that 75 per cent 
of all the United States war ma- 
terial furnished to the Chinese

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 


The Citizens’ School Bond Is- 
sue Campaign Committee today 
redoubled its efforts to turn out 
a large vote for tomorrow’s spe- 
cial election on the proposed $i7,- 
230,000 St. Louis public school 
bond issue. 

Polls in the city’s 785 precincts 
will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
daylight saving time. Voters will 
be handed a single ballot stating 
the proposition. To vote in favor 
of it, they must scratch out the 
words against the loan. A two- 
thirds favorable majority is re- 
quired for approval. 

An estimate that 100,000 votes 
will be cast was made by Paul C. 
Calcaterra, chairman of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. This 
would be about the same total as 
in the May 1 election when the 
proposal failed by only 275 votes 
of attaining the required two- 
thirds majority. 

100,734 Votes in Last Election. 

At that election, however, 3061 
ballots were declared defective by 


precinct judges of election, sealed 
and not counted. The vote then 


was 64,841 for the bond issue and 
32,832 against. The total of all 
ballots cast on the proposition was

OFF RED ATTACKS 


U.N. Troops Seem to Be 
Reaching Communists’ 
Main Defense Line — 
Gains Are Slow in Sav- 

age righting.

TOKYO, June 4 (AP)—Allied 
troops fighting through . driving 
rain toward the main Communist 
redoubt in North Korea beat off 
savage Red counter-attacks today. 
_ Artillery thundered over the 
}sound of hand grenades as Unit- 
ed Nations forces threw back the 
thrusts. Reds attacked all threat- 
ening U.N. spearheads. They 
fought stubbornly everywhere 
against the crunching Allied ad- 
vance. 

U.N. officers said the offensive 
appeared to be reaching the main 
Red defense line. 

Situation on Eastern Front. 

On the eastern front, Cninese 
fought from heavily constructed 
fortifications built by North Ko- 
reans in prewar days. Foliage 
had grown over them in natural 


. camouflage. Chinese waited until 


advancing Americans came un- 
knowingly within a few yards. 
Then they opened up. _ 

Doughboys burned them out 
with flame-throwers. 

“You can’t call this a delaying 
action any whore,” one high offi- 
cer said. “The way the enemy is 
set and dug in and shooting from 
well-prepared bunkers and the 
determination of his defenses 
shows we are really hitting a 
main line.” 3 
Small but sharp battles flared 
all-along the saw-tooth front from 
newly captured Yonchon in the 
west to Kansong in the east 
where Reds attacked the Allies’ 
deepest penetration of North Ko- 


rea. 
Tanks Lead U.N. Forces. 


Tank-led forces hacked out 
gains of one to three miles—in 
spots. In other places they stood 
still 


Allied gains were made slowly 
in tough, often hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Spearheads of infantrymen and 
armor pushed northward trying to 
reach and break the Reds’ “iron 
triangle,” tipped by Chorwon, 
Kumwha and Pyonggang. They 
were thrusting up from Yonchon, 
13 miles below Chorwon; from 
Yongpyong and Yongong near the 
thirty-eighth parallel; and from 
Hwachon, 18 miles from Kumwha. 

Importance of Triangle. 

The Eighth Army was willing 
to pay the cost of taking the tri- 
angle of cities because: 

1, The triangle dominates an 
important network of high- 
ways. 

2. If masses of Allied tanks 
could reach Chorwon, they 
would find flat country, excel- 
lent for their type of fighting. 
In the flat triangle, Allied ar- 
tillery would be more bloodily 
efficient than ever. 

Summer rains which once 
threatened to bog down U.N, ar- 
mor no longer were a bug-a-boo. 

Tanks and infantry learned how 
to operate in Korea’s mud during 
rain-soaked May. In that month 
11.3 inches of rain fell—twice as 
much as in any other May in the 
last 20 years.

fifty thousand employes of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
in Missouri and five other states 
will go on strike tomorrow unless 
agreement is reached today in 
the wage dispute between the 
company and the CIO Communi- 
cations Workers Union. 

Frank P. Lonergan, assistant 
district director of the unfon, said 
today that union members in the 
500 cities in Southwestern Bell’s 
territory “understand that they 
will not be working tomorrow 
unless they hear from us that we 
have a new contract.” 

The contract between the com- 
pany and the union expires at 
midnight tonight, Lonergan said 
that the union’s policy will be 
“no contract, no work.” 

New Company Offer. 
Meanwhile, top officers of the 
company and the union continued 
their negotiations today in an at- 
tempt to reach a settlement of 
the dispute. The union is seek- 
ing wage increases ranging from 
$4 to $9 per week. The company 
originally offered increases rang- 
ing from $3 to $6 per week, but 
yesterday it made another offer 
om the maximum increases 
The ‘negotiating committees 
were in session all day yesterday. 
Lonergan said after the meeting 
that “some progress was made.” 
Neither he nor company spokes- 
men would state how far apart 
they are on the wage question. 
Gus Cramer, union strike direc- 
tor, said that orders went out 
Saturday to local union officers 
in Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Kansas and on the 
East Side to take their members 
out on strike tomorrow morning 
unless they were advised other- 
wise. 

In St. Louis, the union set up 
strike headquarters at the Roose- 
velt Hotel from which it will di- 
rect ac*‘vities of 5000 union mem- 
bers in this area if the strike 
takes place.

I should like to point 
out the considerations which were 
taken under advisement when de- 
cisions were made, and I should 
like to say what the decisions 
were and how they were made. 


One further preliminary ob- 
servation I think is important, 
and that is that American aid 
cannot in itself insure the sur- 
vival of a recipient government 
or the survival of a people that 
this government is trying to. 
help against aggression. 

What our aid must do and 
can do is to supplement the 
efforts of that recipient govern- 
ment and of that people itself. 

- It cannot be a substitute for 
those efforts. It can only be an 
aid and a supplement to them. 


The United States Government, 
in aiding another government, 
does not have power of decision 
within that country or within that 
government. That power of de- 
cision remains with the govern- 
ment, the people in it. Those are 
thoughts I think we should have 
in mind. 

With those preliminary state- 
ments, we come to the problem 
which faced the Chinese and 
American governments in 1945. 

The Japanese had been de- 
feated. The Chinese government 
was in the extreme southwestern 
part of China. The task which 
had to be solved by the Chinese 
government was, in effect, how 
to create a nation, and how to 
have the authority of the Chinese 
government exercised throughout 
that nation. 

Now, I do not say re-create a 
nation; I say, advisedly, create 
a nation, because for almost an 
indefinite period in the past 
there had not been in our sense 
a nation in the territory which 
we call China, and I will come 
to and explain to you why that 
is so, a nation in the sense of 
a government in control 
throughout that area. 

Therefore the question which 
had to be faced was how to 
create that nation and how to 
create the authority of the na- 
tion in that area. 

SENATOR WILEY (REP.), WIS- 
CONSIN—Who was Secretary of 
State then at that time? 

ACHESON—The . Secretary of 
State at that time was Mr. (James) 
Byrnes. Mr. (Edward) Stettinius 
was Secretary until the middle of 
—until the spring of 1945, and 
Mr. Byrnes became _ secretary 
then. 

The Chinese government that 
we are talking about—the Nation- 
alist government—had not had 
authority—indeed, no Chinese 
government had had authority, by 
which I mean substantial authori- 
ty—throughout China since the 
period of the Manchus. 

Divided Control of Country. 

Here is the picture which con- 
fronted everybody at the time I 
am talking about. The great 
northern area of China, Man- 
churia, was occupied by the Soviet 
Union, with its own armed forces. 
In the second place, the north 
central and southeast parts of 
China were in the control of the 
Communists and the Japanese. 

I say both the Communists and 
the Japanese because the Japan- 
ese held the cities and the major 
lines of communication; whereas, 
the surrounding areas were oc- 
cupied by the Communists. 

That part of China included 
what we call North China, swing- 
ing down through central China, 
on to the southeast and coming 
quite far south and southeast in 
China.

Area of Red Control. 

If I may speak briefly, on the 
general area of Communist con- 
trol: 

The Communists controlled an 
area containing 116 million peo- 
ple, which was one-fourth of the 
population of China. The geo- 
graphical area was 15 per cent of 
the country we call China, exclu- 
sive of Manchuria. 

This area included in it some 
of the most heavily populated 
areas of China, the area which 
had most of the railway commu- 
nications, important industrial de- 
velopments, and important cities. 
i let us take a look at Man- 
ur 


and the land- 


Manchuria, except in a wholly 
nominal way, and then only for a 
period of two or three years, part 
of ’28, ’29, ’30 and part of ‘31, 
had never been in any way under 
the control of the present Na- 
tionalist government of China; 
and, until his death in 1927 or '28, 
the old marshal had been the war 
lord of Manchuria, and controlled 
it absolutely. 


Upon his death, the young mar- 
shal took over his authority, and 
in 1928 after Chiang Kai-shek 
had taken Peking and defeated 
the Communists and the north- 
ern war lords, the young marshal 
announced his adherence to the 
national government. That was’a 
pretty nominal adherence. : 
It méant that he retognized the 
government of Chiang Kai-shek 
as the national government of 
China, but the administration in 
Manchuria did not change, and he 
continued to exercise the author- 
ity. 
However, that authority con- 
tinued for a very short period of 
time, and in 1931 the Japanese 
invaded Manchuria and set up 
their puppet state, and all Chi- 
nese authority disappeared from 
Manchuria. I mention this to 
point out to you that the national 
government had no roots of any 
sort in Manchuria, a very impor- 
tant thing for us to remember. 
Situation in North China. 
When we come to North China, 
we find that in 1927 the struggle 
between the left wing of the 
Kuomintang party, which was 
established at Hangkow, and the 
right wing of the party under 
Chiang Kai-shek came to a head. 
The Chiang Kai-shek forces won, 
the Russians, Borodm who was 
then advising the government, 
had to flee from China, and in 
1928 Chiang Kai-shek moved into 
Peking and there announced the 
official unification of China. That 
was in 1928. 
The battle with the Commu- 
nists which began in 1927 in open 
warfare continued until °36, and 
in the period of °34 and °35 the 
Communists were forced to make 
their long march from the south- 
eastern portion of China to the 
northwestern portion of China. 
There they established them- 
selves in the period ’34-’35. 
In the meantime, however, the 
Japanese who were in Manchuria 
were moving into north China, 
and in 1935 the Japanese under- 
took to set up another puppet 
state in north China which would 


they had sufficient physical con- 
trol of the area to do that. 

I point all of this out te 
make clear to you again that in 
North China the authority of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s government, 
which was established in 1928, 
had been in very large part 
eliminated by 1935, and instead 
of his government having power 
in North China, that was in 
part contrelled through Japa- 
nese puppets, Japanese, and in 
Part was controlled by the Com- 
munists in the northwest. 

With this review then. let us 
just mention once more the prin- 
cipal problems which confronted 
the Chinese Government and con- 
fronted the American Govern- 
ment in its efforts to help the 
Chinese Government. 

These were: The Soviets in 
Manchuria, the Japanese and the 
Communists struggling against 
one another to control a vast area 
in northwest, north central and 
southeast China—the Communists 
I have already mentioned—and at 


So, the first period of decision, 
the first time after the war when 


nutshell by Gen. Wedemeyer in 
November 1945 very shortly after 
V-J day, and I should like to 
read, not very much, but I should 
like to read from Gen. Wede- 
meyer’s report in November, 1945, 

He says: 

“Chinese Communist guerril- 
las and saboteurs can, and 
probably will, if present activi- 
ties are a reliable indication, 
restrict and harass the move- 
-‘ments of national government 
forces to such an extent that 
the result will be a costly and 
extended campaign. Logistical 
support for the national gov- 
ernment forces, and measures 
for their security in the heart 
of Manchuria have not been 
fully appreciated by the Gen- 
eralissimo or his Chinese staff. 
These facts, plus the lack of 
appropriate forces and trans- 
port, have caused me to advise 
the Generalissimo that he 
should concentrate his efforts 
on the recovery of North China 
and the consolidation of his 
military and political position 
there, prior to any attempt to 
occupy Manchuria. I received 
the impression that he agreed 
with this concept”® 


Now, Gen. Wedemeyer has five 
conclusions to this report of 
1945: 

First, that the Generalissimo 
will be able to stabilize the situ- 
ation in South China, provided he 
accepts the assistance of foreign 
administrators and _ technicians, 
afid engages in political, economic 
and social reforms through hon- 
est, competent civilian officials. 

_2. He will be unable to stabi- 
lize the situation in North China 
for months, and perhaps, even 
years, unless a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the Chinese Commu- 
nists is achieved, and followed up 
realistically by the kind of action 
suggested in paragraph one— 
that is the paragraph which has 
just been talked about, the politi- 
cal, economic and social reforms. 

3. He will be unable to occupy 
Manchuria for many years unless 
satisfactory agreements are 
reached with Russia and the Chi- 
nese Communists. 


4. Russia is in effect creating 
favorable conditions for the reali- 
zation of Chinese Communist and’ 
possibly their own plans in North 
China and Manchuria. These ac- 
tivities are violations of the re- 
cent Sino-Soviet treaty and re- 
lated agreements. : 

5. It appears remote that a 
satisfactory understanding will be 
reached between Chinese Commu- 
nists and the national govern- 
ment. 


| Now, in short, what Gen. Wede- 
|meyer reported and advised was, 


first of all, that the generalissimo |

And Gen. Wedemeyer 
stressed then—and you will see 
over and over again he stresses— 
the same point, that there must 
be political, economic, and social

In the second place, he points 
out that to establish himself in 
north China he must come to 
agreement with the Communists. 

In the third place, he points 
out the only way to establish him- 


-jself in Manchuria is through 


agreement with the Russians. 
Outlook Dark. 

He ends up by saying that the 
outlook on all of these fronts is 
dark, and he points out that force 
is not available to accomplish 
these efforts, partly because force 
cannot accomplish some of them, 
and secondly, because there is not 
enough force available to take on 
the problems which I have al- 
ready mentioned. 

Now, in that situation the Unit- 
‘ed States Government had three 
choices open to it. 

One choice was to pull out of 
China and say, “We have de- 
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was a very important contribution 
to the war. 

I will not go into all the efforts 
that were made by Gen. Stilwell 
and others in the early period. 

Wallace Mission. 

In the spring of 1944 Vice 
President Wallace went on a mis- 
sion for President Roosevelt. 
Among other places, he went to 
China, and there he had talks 
with the generalissimo, and they 
talked about two of the great im- 
portant problems that I have been 
discussing. One was Manchuria 
and the other was the Commu- 
nists. 

The generalissimo was most 
anxious to get help of the United 
States in ‘improving relations, as 
he stated it, between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, be- 
cause without«that improvement 
the prospects for China were 
very difficult, indeed. They dis- 
cussed what could be done along 
that line. 

They also discussed the Com- 
munist problem, and the general- 
issimo pointed out vigorously that 
the Communists were, as he stated 
it, not people of good faith, 
claimed that they were not Chi- 
nese, that they had their interests 
with an alien power. But, never- 
theless, he said, “this is a po- 
litical problem and we have got 
to settle it by political means.’ 

He stated that he would not re- 
gard any help from the United 
States, in atternpting that, to be 
meddling into the internal affairs 
of China, and he would be grate- 
ful for help. 

And finally, before Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace left China, he re- 
versed the position which he had 
taken earlier in which he had op- 
posed any American military peo- 
ple having any relations with the 
Communists, and withdrew his 
objection to that. 

Now in the fall of 1944 and 
after these discussions, the Presi- 
dent sent another personal repre- 
sentative to China, and that was 
Gen. (Patrick) Hurley. .., He 
went out as the personal repre- 
sentative of the President in or- 
der to try and unify this military 
effort, and there, with the con- 
sent and approval of the gencr- 
alissimo and of his Cabinet, he 
undertook to act as mediator be- 
tween the Yenan Communist au- 


thorities and the Chungking Na- | 


tionalist authorities, and they had 
meetings, some in Yenan at which 
Gen. Hurley was present, some 
in Chungking in which they 
worked out a series of agree- 
ments. 

Some of these agreements had 
‘to do with the conduct of the 
war, and then some of them went 
beyond that, and a very important 
and basic agreement was worked 
out. 

The beginning of it was under 
the mediation of Gen. Hurley. It 
was announced on Oct. 11, 1945 
and that was the agreement on 
the general principles of a peace- 
ful settlement of the differences 
between the Chinese Communists 
and the Chinese Nationalists. 

It was announced after Gen. 
Hurley’s departure from China 
and was made public, as I said, 
on Oct. 11. This called for the 
convening of the National Assem- 
bly and for a political consulta- 
tive conference of all party and 
non-party leaders. ' 
| Jt called for the inauguration 
of a constitutional government 
'for all of China; for the forma- 
‘tion of a committee of govern- 
ment and Communist representa- 
tives to discuss the reorganization 
| of the armies and the reduction 
of all the armed forces in China. 
| Now, these agreements were of 
.the greatest possible importance, 
and they established the basis 
for the efforts which Gen. 


Oss << 
The Yalta agreements ‘were 
made in the very early part of 
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(George C.) Marshall later took | 
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There was very little likeli- 
hood that anybody would have 
the will, and few people could 
have the power, to throw them 
out of any area on the mainland 
which they might occupy, and. 
where they might wish te re- 
main, so that this agreement 
gave them the basis for a legal 
claim to something consider- 
ably less than they might have 
taken without a legal claim. 

I should also like to point out 
that at the time the Chinese 
entered into this treaty with the 
Russians, a few months after 
Yalta, that is, im’ August 1945, 
they regarded the arrangements 
which they had made with the 
Russians on the basis of Yalta, 
as very satisfactory# 

Such statements were expressed 
by the generalissimo, Chiang Kai- 
shek, and by the Chinese Foreign 
Minister, In fact, in 1947 the 
Chinese Foreign Minister ex- 
pressed grave apprehension that 
the Seviet Union might cancel the 
treaty with China of 1945, in 
which China had conferred these 
rights to the bases in Port Ar- 
thur, the interests in Dairen, and 
the interest in the railway. 

They regarded that as a very 
valuable treaty because it also 
carried with it the obligation of 
the Russians to evacuate Man- 
churia, to recognize the Chinese 
Nationalist government, and to 
aid in the re-establishment of 
Chinese sovereignty in Man- 
churia, ? 


Now these agreements, ... did 
have a very important effect and 
bearing when it came to the 
question of the re-occupation of 
Manchuria by the Chinese, be- 
cause it was on the basis of these 
agreements that both the Chinese 
Communists and the Russians 
agreed to occupation by the na- 
tional government's forces. .. . 
I have pointed out to you the 
very great importance of the pres- 
ence of the Japanese in China, 
the 1,235,000 troops, 1,700,000 
civilians. It was decided very 
early in the game, between the 
Chinese Government, the Nation- 
alist Government and ourselves, 
that one of our major efforts must 
be to get these people out of 
China and back into Japan. 

By the end of ‘46 we had re- 


moved 3,000,000 Japanese, just |

The President then had a meet- 
ing with Gen. Marshall, at which 
I was present—there were three 
of us at that meeting, the Presi- 
dent, Gen. Marshall, and myself 
—and at that point the signed 
letter and the inclosures were 
handed te Gen. Marshall. 

It was ascertained by the 
President at that meeting that 
these papers were unanimously 
approved and agreeable to all 
concerned, and to himself, 

Now, that is the account of the 
preparation of these instructions. 

All the papers concerned are 
printed in the, White Book, with 
one exception. The press re- 
lease, which I mentioned a mo- 
ment ago, which was given out 
on the 15th of December—every- 
thing in the press release was in 
Gen. Marshall’s instructions. In 
other words, the press release 
was a verbatim statemeht of what 
was in the instructions to Gen. 
Marshall, except that certain 
paragraphs in the _ instructions 
were omitted from the press re- 
lease. 

One of those omissions. had - to 
do with what is printed_in the 
White Paper and in the memor- 
andum: from Secretary Byrnes to 
the Secretary of War. That was 
the discretion and authority given 
to Gen. Marshall in not moving 
government . troops 
into areas in which there was 
fighting until he thought that 
that was a wise thing to do. 

That was not to be stated and 
released because obviously it 
wouldn’t work if it were. 

Other Omissions. 

Another omission, two other 
omissions had to do with things 
which we would do if the Chinese 
government asked us to do it.

General Marshall arrived in 
China at the very end of Decem- 
ber 1945. By February 1946 three 
major agreements had been reach- 
ed between the Chinese govern- 
ment and the Communists.

| Gen. Wedemeyer went to China 
and returned. He made recom- 
mendations, which are printed in 
the White Paper, in which he rec- 
ommended assistance of economic 
and military equipment for a five- 


desirability of that. 

However, Gen. Wedemeyer rec- 
ognized the desirability and im- 
portance of avoiding direct Unit- 
ed States involvement in the civil 
war in China... 

The Secretary of State, Gen. 
Marshall, then had prepared, and 
with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, sent to Congress a recom- 
mendation for aid to China... 

He made it clear that there 
were steps which had to be taken 
and‘ could only be taken by the 
Chinese government, which were 
essential to meet the Communist 
threat. 

And, he took the position 
strongly, that the United States 
Government had to be extreme- 
ly careful that it did not com- 
mit itself to a policy involv- 
ing the absorption of its re- 
sources te an unpredictable ex- 
tent by assuming a direct re- 
sponsibility for the civil war 
in China, and for the Chinese 
economy. 

He also pointed out that we 
must be prepared to face the 
possibility that the Chinese 
government might not be able 
to maintain itself against the 


Chinese Communist forces... . 


Now, the program of ‘aid which 
Gen. Marshal] presented was a 
program of $570,000,000 in eco- 
nomic assistance over a 15-months 
period. He pointed out that the 
experience gained in the program 
would throw light on the possibil- 
ities of future programs. 

The program was sufficient in 
size, it was thought, to free the 
major portion of the Chinese 
Government’s own foreign ex- 
change assets for the purchase of 
such military supplies, from for- 
eign sources, as it might need. 

It was not recommended : that 
we should have military advisors 
in combat areas. 

It was not recommended that 
we should take measures of mili- 
tary aid .which would lead to 
United States military interven- 
tion in China, or direct involve- 
ment in the civil war. 

Now, this question was very 
carefully considered in the execu- 
tive branch, at a meeting in June 
1948 attended by Secretary Mar- 
shall, Secretary of the Army 
Royale, Gen. Bradley and Gen. 
Wedemeyer, and the decision 
which 1] have just spoken of was 
taken. 

Therefore. we did not take re- 
sponsibility for the strategic di- 
rection of the war, nor did we 
recommend that American offic- 
ers should be with troops in com- 
bat areas. 

This recommendation was con- 


sidered by the Eightieth Congress. 
I said that the bill authorized 
$338,000,000 for economic aid. 
However, when it cages to the 
appropriation . process, ngress 
only appropriated $275,000,000 
for economic aid and $125,000,000 
for military aid.

The ordinance does not call for 
dismissal of employes who refuse 
to sign. But in the case of the 
17, their refusal led to discharge 
orders issued by the managers of 
the city departments where the 
individuals were employed. The 
city Board of Civil Service Com- 
missioners upheld the diseharges. 

Justice Clark said the city 
should give those who refused to 
take the oath a new opportunity 
to take it as now interpreted. He’ 
said the city should give consid- 
eration to “those who severed 
their relations with any such 
organization when its character 
became apparent, or those who 
were affiliated with organizations 
which at one time or another dur- 
“ing their period covered by the 
city’s ordinance were engaged in 
proscribed activity” but not at the 
time of the employe’s affiliation. 

Bill of Attainder Charge. 
Justice Douglas in the main dis- 

senting opinion said the oath re- 
quirement amounts to an uncon- 
stitutional bill of attainder, that 
is a law which inflicts punish- 
ment without a court trial. He 
wrote: 

“Petitioners (the 17) were dis- 
qualified from office not for what 
they are today, not because of any 
program they currently espouse, 
not because of standards paleo’ 
to fitness for the office, but for 
what they once advocated. 


“They are deprived of their 
livelihood by legislative act, not 
by judicial processes . . . whether 
they actually advocated the vio- 
lent overthrow of government 
does not appear. ... The vice is 
in the presumption of guilt.”

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The decision was reported made 
by Premier Mohammed Mossa- 
degh and the Iranian Oil Com- 
mission board, as high diplomatic 
sources of Britain, America and 
Iran expressed optimism for a 
peaceful settlement of the oil 
dispute. 

United States Ambassador 
Henry F. Grady said President 
Truman may have helped pave 
the way for an amicable settle- 
ment, and diplomats were more 
hopeful than at any time since 
the dispute first flared. 

The President sent messages 
expressing hope for a negotiated 
settlement of the dispute to both 
B Prime Minister Clement 
R. Attlee and Iranian Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh last week. 

Grady by mistake delivered the 
message intended for Attlee to 
Messadegh last Friday, then has- 
tened back Sunday to deliver the 
correct note. At a press confer- 
ence today. he blamed “an error 
in telegraphic transmission” for 
the mixup. He said he didn’t 
think the error had done any 
harm. 

Optimism for settlement of the 
oil dispute stemmed from the 
British-owned Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co. decision over the weekend to 
send representatives here soon 
for “full and frank discussions” 
of Iran’s nationalization of tne 
billion-dollar comcern. London 
dispatches said the delegation 
would leave for Tehran within a 
few days. 

Grady hailed the company’s 
decision and said he was “more 
hopeful than I have been for some 
time that a solution equitable and 


satisfactory te both sides will be 
found.” 

Hossein Makki, secretary of the 
Iranian oil commission charged 
with carrying out Parliament’s 
decision to take over ownership 
of the company, said the an- 
nouncement eased the situation. 
He asserted: “They have recog- 
niz-d nationalizatior.” 

The company, on the other 
hand, said it was “reserving its 
legal rights” and did not specify 
the matters it was willing to ne- 
gotiate. 

The British letter was in the 
form of a reply to an Iranian 
ultimatum giving the company 
until today to submit proposals 
“not contrary to the nationaliza- 
tion law.” Makki,said the reply 
was satisfactory and the Iranian 
ultimatum had been withdrawn. 

(In London, Foreign Secretary 
Herbert Morrison told the House 
of Commons the British govern- 
ment rejects the Iranian govern- 
ment demand that oil nationaliza- 
tion negotiations be conducted 
solely between it and the Anglo- 
Iranian company. :

When it came up for the first time a month 
ago, we said that the people of St. Louis were 
about to vote on “the most important of ail 
municipal issues.” We said that “no mayoral 
election, no referendum on a public improve- 
ment can be considered more important than the 
support of public education. For without good 
schools, we cannot have a good citizenry.” 

We repeat those words in making one more 
appeal for approval of the $17,230,000 bond 
issue. And we briefly recapitulate the reasons 
why we believe that approval is essential. 

The St. Louis school system in the days of 
Harris and Soldan and Blewett was regarded as 
a model for the whole nation: But its physical 
plant has been sadly neglected in more recent 
years. The result is serious overcrowding and 
a widespread lack of educational facilities. 

Classroom space simply has not kept pace 
with the city’s growth. This was firmly estab- 
lished by the year-long study of the Citizens’ 
Committee. An extensive program of enlarge- 
ment-and repair should be undertaken. To 
meet only what the committee considers the 
minimum part of this program, the voters are 
being asked to approve the $17,230,000 loan. 

And this, it seems to us, is a small thing to 
ask. Even if all the bonds were issued at once, 
it would cost the taxpayers only 5 cents on 
every $100 of assessed property value. It would 
cost most homeowners only about $3 a year, or 
less than a cent a day. 

We feel quite sure that nobody would really 
begrudge so small an amount for the training 
of the future citizens of St. Louis. Quite aside 
from the fact that education is the best insur- 
ance against the high cost of delinquency and 
crime, and aside from the further fact that good 
schools improve property values, it seems to us 
that just about everybody who gives a thought 
to the youth of our community must be willing 
to make this small investment in education. 

No doubt, that is why the school loan has the 
support not only of school people, but also of 
churches, business organizations, labor unions 
and just about every other group in the city. 
Political leaders of both parties have spoken up 

for it, and so have outstanding persons in 
other walks of life. They have pointed out 
that even with the bond issue, the St. Louis 
school tax rate would still be less than half: of 
that paid by the average taxpayer in the County. 

So the danger, it seems to us, is not a basic 
objection to the proposal, but rather a compla- 
cent feeling that the result is assured. It was 
such a feeling that caused the bond issue to 
fail by a mere 275 votes on May 1. It is up to 
all of us to make sure that ‘does not happen 
again. 

Every vote is needed. 
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Reminder of the Hundred Days 


Liquidation of the Home Owners Loan Cor- 
poration recalls the first “100 days” of Franklin 
Roosevelt’s Administration, when emergency 
agencies blossomed in the capital and alarmed 
critics cried that. the New Deal was leading the 
nation to Socialism. Anyhow, the HOLC has 
deposited a $14,000,000 surplus with the Treas- 
ury and quietly vanished, leaving about a 


‘million satisfied home owners behind. 


Established in 1933, the HOLC made invest- 
ments of nearly $3,500,000,000. In three years 
it refinanced one out of five of all the mortgages 
on owner-occupied homes outside of farm areas. 
It had to foreclose on some properties but by 
and large it kept the roof over the heads of 
most home owners, despite the depression. And 
within the last year it sold its assets to private 
banks and interests, who found the remaining 
HOLC investments worth their ready cash. 

The HOLC’s ;yecord of protecting private 
ownership arid making a profit for taxpayers 
is encouraging to behold, following recent dis- 
closures of mismanagement in the RFC and 
elsewhere. The Home Owners Loan Corporation 
showed what Government can do for the people, 
given good management and a sense of emer- 
gency. But somehow it did not seem very 
socialistic. 


So Much Window Dressing? 
Does the Illinois Legislature take seriously its 
own profession of desire to cut down on com- 
mercialized law violation? Does it mean busi- 
ness with the Little Kefauver Committee which 


it is setting up? 


If the Legislature does, the Senate at Spring- 
field will see that its Committee on License 
reports favorably this week the bill to establish 
the right of the Illinois Liquor Commission to 
suspend or revoke the license of a tavern on 
whose premises the gambling statutes are vio- 
lated. 

The bill, sponsored by Senators Gray of East 
St. Louis, Parish of Centralia and Lewis of 
Robinson, would only establish in law a duty 
which the State Liquor’ Commission should be 
allowed now as a matter of common sense. If 
the commission can take no notice of flouting 
of state law at a tavern, in all probability on a 
payoff to county officials, how can the commis- 
sion discharge its responsibility for conditions at 
taverns? 

The fate of this bill, which is actively sup- 
ported by Gov. Stevenson, depends on three 
downstate members of the committee—Senators 
Mueller of Highland; Young of Hurst and Don- 
nelly of Carlinville. Their votes, with ‘those of 
Senators who have declared for the bill, are 
enough to report it out when it comes up this 
week. 

What happens will determine whether the 
creation of the Little Kefauver Committee is 
serious business—or just so much window 
dressing. 


McCarran and El Caudillo 


Senator Pat McCarran’s attachment to the 
cause of El Caudillo Franco led him to adopt a 
shocking maneuver. He summoned four impor- 
tant United States Government officials to his 
office, there to confront them unexpectedly with 
the Spanish Ambassador to the United States 
and questions as to the progress of American 
financial aid to Spain. 

The Ambassador took no part in the question- 
ing, limiting himself to producing a newspaper 
story saying none of the $62,500,000 loan Con- 
gress commanded for Spain has gone to that 
country. Yet his simple presence obviously was 
intended to threaten and embarrass the Govern- 
ment officials. 

Gross impropriety is about the most charitable 
term that can be applied to the incident. Sup- 
pose the loan has been held up by delicate 
negotiations in which this country is trying to 
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obtain the maximum possible return for the 


money. Perhaps it is a case of error or clogging 


in Government channels. In any event, should 
these. matters be aired before a 
ambassador? j

The argument over 
command of the North Atlantic naval forces has 
been made into a British political issue by Win- 
ston Churchill’s Conservatives. And French 
rearmament is proceeding far more slowly than 
some French leaders had hopefully blueprinted. 

Settlement of these military matters demands 
a background of broad, public, mutual confi- 
dence and understanding. It is to be hoped that 
the show put on by the Chiefs of Staff, while 
two more American divisions arrive in Europe, 
will be a sufficient reinforcement of Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s magnetic personality to do the job. 
Its significance certainly will not be lost on the 
Kremlin. 
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The Private Life of John Erskine 


John Erskine was an author who was almost 
completely unknown for his best book. Thou- 
sands who read “The Private Life of Helen of 
Troy” and found it a _ sophisticated delight 
never turned a page of “The Literary Disci- 
pline.” Yet it was in those largely neglected 
pages that Erskine distilled his sensitively sure 
and urbanely witty knowledge of writing. 

He held, for example, that such notes as “he 
said humorously” or “she retorted acidly” were 
stage directions, appropriate for drama but out 
of place in a novel, and in his own novels it 
was “he said” or “she said,” which helped to 
create much of the effect of deftly understated 
humor which he produced. 

“Helen” might seem a little dated on reread- 
ing today. “The Literary Discipline” will be a 
living and timeless work of creative criticism as 
long as people read and write. 

In the tempestuous twenties, which are being 
read over today with all the gusto of a fad, 
John Erskine was as much an essential of the 
literary scene as F. Scott Fitzgerald and Edna 
St. Vincent Millay, Anita Loos and F. P. A. and 
Heywood Broun and James Branch Cabell and 
Elinor Wylie. His seemed one of the most 
delicious and metropolitan wits to collegians 
who are now in their forties. So popular were 
his English lectures at Columbia University that 
his large classroom was always filled to capacity 
and tickets had to be resorted to as a means 
of keeping visiting students from overcrowd- 
ing it. 

Prof. Erskine said the trouble with colleges 
was that there was no honorable way of getting 
out of them in less than four years, and it was 
this informal approach to education that made 
his own educating so pleasant to take. His stu- 
dents’ liking for the Rubaiyat was heightened 
by the knowledge that Edward Fitzgerald ex- 
pressed his criticism of books that went into his 
library by tearing out all the parts he didn’t 
like. Music came as alive to Erskine as did 
literature; he believed in playing as a personal 
experience for everyone, and he himself played 
the piano as a brilliant amateur. 

Teaching, playing, writing, criticizing, always 
sharply aware of the astonishment and laughter 
and the rich and various opportunities for per- 
sonal experience in these years of ours, John 
Erskine lived life in a full appreciation of it 
which any man might envy. 
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Nehru Defeats the Editors’: 

Prime Minister Nehru has greatly disappoint- 
ed many Americans by his sponsorship‘of the 
Indian constitutional amendment, now pressured 
through the Parliament at New Delhi, 228 to 20, 
to open the way for restrictions on the press. 

Nehru’s position in the protracted debate was 
that the slander and libel laws needed to be 
changed because, in his view, present proterc- 
tions .of the press permitted incitement “even 
to murder” without fear of punishment. 

India’s editors felt differently. By official 
action, they declared that the Nehru proposal 
would be an unwarranted limitation on a free 
press in the young republic. They said they 
believed that India should follow the example of 
the United States in devotion to a free press. 

If proper responsibility for slander and libel 
was Nehru’s concern, it surely should have been 
possible so to convince the editors. Freedom 
of the press in the United States does not 
provide immunity for slanderous and defamatory 
statements. Could not Nehru have worked that 
problem out with the editors? Could he not 
have avoided a pitched battle on the larger issue 
of freedom of the press? 

Three editors who are Nehru party members 
in Parliament abstained from voting either for 
or against the constitutional amendment. They 
found their colleagues falling in line under pres- 
sure from Nehru. They saw that resistance was 
futile. After this display of dictatorial methods 
at New Delhi, many Americans will watch 
closely to see what Nehru does with his author- 
ity to regulate the press of this new and im- 
portant nation. He has put himself on the spot. 
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The only busting out going on this June is 
by the moths, which never know from one day 
to the next whether to hole up in the long 
woolies or the tropical worsteds.

The Battle to Hike Hospital Fees

would pay whatever they chose to charge, or you'd do without,

The American Medical Association has 
taken up its cudgel to protect some of 
its members from yom it describes as 
“exploitation by the hospitals.” 

In case of a fight, the hospitals are 
almost certain*to be whipped—unless they 
are backed by the public. 

Your hospital bills will be higher and 
there is a strong possibility that your 
medical bills will also be increased. 

To understand why that is so we must 
go back to the 1920s. At that time the 
so-called auxiliary specialists—the radiolo- 
gists, pathologists and anesthesiologists— 
engaged in private practice just like other 
medical men. 

But as it turned out, their efforts to 
serve the hospitals with portable equip- 
ment or from downtown offices were not 
satisfactory. So the auxiliary specialists 
advocated that full-time departments of 
radiology, pathology and anesthesiology be 
established in the hospitals. The hospitals 
began to set up such departments at about 
= the long depression of the 1930s 


The hospital provided the space and 
the equipment, and the specialists served 
the hospital's patients on a salary or com- 
mission basis. The specialists accepted 
those offers willingly enough. The de- 
pression years were hard on the doctors. 
A salary offered security. 

Under this arrangement the hospital set 
the fees for these special services and 
billed the patients. 


The Specialists Grumble 


By the late 1930s' the auxiliary spe- 
cialists were beginning to grumble. They 
felt they had lost their professional iden- 
tity. They resented the fact that their 
— limited their financial opportuni- 

es. 

Through their professional organiza- 
tions they pointed out that the radiology, 
pathology and anesthesiology departments 
in hospitals were operated at a profit. 
The auxiliary specialists ed that when 
the hospitals made a from a doc- 
tor’s services they were “exploiting” the 
doctor. Men earning salaries of $15,000 
and $20,000 a year advanced that argu- 
ment with straight faces. 

They said that such hospitals were com- 
pelling the specialists to unethically split 
fees. They also accused the hospitals of 
illegally engaging in the corporate prac- 
tice of medicine. The fact that the hos- 
pitals involved were non-profit institutions 
which annually operated at whopping 
deficits did not faze the specialists.

The Hess report 
seeks to place the institutional specialists 
on exactly the same footing as any other 
doctor. 

A.M.A. holds the trump cards. Any 
doctor who persists in working for a hos- 
pital on a salary or commission basis can 
be expelled from his county medical so- 
ciety on the charge of unethical conduct. 

The doctors have the power, through 
the American Medical Association, to 
withdraw approval from a hospital which 
insists that its radiologists, pathologists 


and anesthesiologists work on a salary or. 


commission basis. Hospitals must have 
that approval to obtain resident doctors 
or interns. Doctors are using the volun- 
tary health insurance plans as a tool for 
putting the Hess report into effect. 


Just Like Other Doctors? 


At present charges for radiology, pathol- 
ogy and anesthesiology are paid under the 
hospital-sponsored Blue Cross insurance 
plans. he doctors contend that these 
charges should be placed under the doc- 
tor-sponsored Blue Shield plans. If that 
change is made, the auxiliary specialists 
will be able to charge fees of clients who 
carry Blue Shield insurance. 

The auxiliary specialists have some very 
legitimate complaints against hospital con- 
trols. The Hess report, however, does not 
provide an answer to such problems. That 
report is based on the argument that the 
auxiliary specialists are just like other 
doctors. 

That basic assumption is false, These 
men are monopolists. All the business 
generated in the hospital they serve al- 
most necessarily comes to them. That is 
not true of other doctors. The auxiliary 
specialist, as monopolist, can boost the fee 
schedule to all the traffic will bear. He 
can hold down departmental staff costs 
and thereby -keep his net income high. 
The patient suffers because the quality of 
service will tend to be low. 


No Built-In Protection 


In all probability only a few of the 
auxiliary specialists would take advantage 
of those opportunities. But they are 
human beings and the temptations are 
there. Thoughtful doctors recognize this 


danger.

It is a mild understatement to say, as 

Mrs. Ward does, that ‘‘the outward events 
in the life’ of Emily Dickinson were few.”

Bonner is afraid there will not 
be enough water for the other 
purposes of the big Interagency 
program for the Missouri basin 


and also for the prospective nine- 
foot navigation channel for 760 
miles from Sioux City, Ia., to 
St. Louis. 
Challenges Committee Report. 

His position is in direct oppo- 
sition to a report by a technical 
subcommittee of Interagency, de- 
livered at Yankton, S. D., six 
weeks ago, which said, in effect, 
there would be plenty of water 
for all purposes—with possible 


dry periods. 

The subcommittee’s elaborate 
study was made as a result of 
previous complaints over ade- 
quacy of water for the multi- 
purpose basin program by Bonner 
and Gov. Forrest Smith (Dem.) 
of Missouri. At Smith’s insistence,

In the letter, Bonner said that, 
after studying the report, he was 
“more doubtful than ever that, if 
we plan for sufficient water for 
domestic, health, power and irri- 
gation uses, there will be suf- 
ficient water to maintain the 
nine-foot channel.”

“This is of extreme impo 
because, though it may be argued 
that priorities might be given to 
the uses I have just mentioned 
before navigation, yet in setting 
up a river plan engineers must 
consideration the 
amount of water needed for the 
navigation channel—which, in my 
opinion, will jeopardize the more 
important and necessary uses 
which I have mentioned.

With No Hope. of Steering Clear, 
Crew Decides to Cling to Raft as 


Only Chance of Cheating Death 
By Thor Heyerdahl 


(Nineteenth installment from 
the book, Kon-Tiki, an account 
of a journey across the Pacific 
on a raft.) 


T half-past 7 o’clock in the 

morning, palm-clad islets had 

appeared in a row all along 
the horizon to westward. The 
southernmost lay roughly ahead 
of our bow, and thence there were 
islands and clumps of palms all 
along the horizon on our star- 
board side till they disappeared 
as dots away to northward. The 
nearest were four or five sea miles 
away. 

A.survey from the masthead of 
the Kon-Tiki showed that, even 
if our bow pointed toward the 
bottom island in the chain, our 
drift sideways was so great that 
we were not advancing in the di- 
rection in which our bow pointed. 
We were drifting diagonally right 
in toward the reef. With fixed 
centerboards we should still have 
had some hope of steering clear. 
But sharks were following close 
astern, so that it was impossible 
to dive under the raft and tighten 
up the loose centerboards with 
fresh guy ropes. 

We saw that we had only a 
few hours more on board the 
Kon-Tiki. 

We were still under full sail 
in the hope of even now being 
able to steer clear. As we grad- 
ually drifted nearer, half side- 
ways, we saw from the mast how 
the whole string of palm-clad isles 
was connected with a coral reef, 
part above and part under water, 
which lay like a model where the 
sea was white with foam and 
leaped high into the air. The Ra- 
roia atoll is oval in shape and has 
a diameter of 25 miles, not count- 
ing the adjoining reefs of Takume. 
The whole of its longer side faces 
the sea to eastward, where we 
came pitching in. The reef itself, 
which runs in one line from hori- 
zon to horizon, is only a few hun- 
dred yards clear, and behind it 
idyllic islets lie in a string round 
the still lagoon inside. 

It was with mixed feelings that 
we saw the blue Pacific being 
ruthlessly torn up and hurled into 
the air all along the horizon 
ahead of us. I knew what await- 
ed us; I had visited the Tuamotu 


group before and had stood safe 
on land looking out over the im- 
mense spectacle in the east, 
where the surf from the open Pa- 
cific broke in over the reef. New 
reefs and islands kept on grad- 
ually appearin_ to southward. We 
must be lying off the middle of 
the facade of the coral wall. 


On board the Kon-Tiki all 
preparations for the end of the 
voyage were being made. Every- 
thing of value was carried into 
the cabin and lashed fast. Docu- 
ments and papers were packed 
into watertight bags, along with 
films and other things which 
would not stand a dip in the sea. 
The whole bamboo cabin was cov- 
ered with canvas, and especially 
— ropes were lashed across 


When we saw that all hope was 
gone, we opened up the bamboo 
deck and cut off with machete 
knives all the ropes which held 
the centerboards down. It was a 
hard job to get the centerboards 
drawn up, because they were all 
thickly covered with stout bar- 
nacles. With the centerboards up, 
the draught of our vessel was no 
deeper than to the bottom of the 
timber logs, and we would there- 
fore be more easily washed in 
over the reef. With no center- 
boards and with the sail down, 
the raft lay completely sideways 
on and was entirely at the mercy 
of wind and sea. 

We tied the longest: rope we 
had to the homemade anchor and 
made it fast to the step of the 
port mast, so that the Kon-Tiki 
would go into the surf stern-first 
when the anchor was thrown 
overboard. The anchor itself 
consisted of empty water cans 
filled with used radio batteries 
and heavy scrap, and solid man- 
grove-wood sticks projected from 
it, set crosswise. 

Order number one, which came 
first and last, was: Hold on to 
the raft! Whatever happened, we 
must hang on tight on board and 
let the nine great logs take the 
pressure from the reef. We our- 
selves had more than enough to 
do to withstand the weight of the 
water. 

If we jumped overboard, we 
should become helpless victims of 
the suction which would fling us

in and out over the sharp corals. 
The rubber raft would capsize in 
the steep seas or, heavily loaded 
with us in it, it would be torn 
to ribbons against the reef. But 
the wooden logs would sooner or 
later be cast ashore, and we with

Next, all hands were told to put 
on their shoes for the first time 
in a hundred days and to have 
their life belts ready. The last 
precaution, however, was not of 
much value, for if a man fell 
overboard he would be battered 


to death, not drowned. We had ° 


time, too; to put our passports 
and such few dollars as we had 
left into our pockets. But it was 
not lack of time that was

T lunch last Friday I had a 
A visit from Mr. Tatsukichiro 
Horikawa, who is over here 
from Japan on a trip studying 
the world federation movement in 
different countries. He had visi- 
ted Switzerland, Germany, France 
and England, as well as the 
United States, and he came to see 
me before in New York City; but 
he wishes particularly to come up 
to Hyde Park and place some 

flowers on my husband’s grave. 

I was especially interested in 
talking to him because, like so 
many of the world federalists, he 
felt that the United Nations was 
very inadequate. He felt one must 
bring about more unity—and par- 
ticularly, if we were going to 
have any settlements in the Far 
East, there must be unity be- 
tween Great Britain and United 
States as well as the other na- 
tions in their policy. 

I asked him if he didn’t think 
it was a good deal .to expect to 
have a unified policy among 60 
nations when the organization 
bringing them together had been 
in existerce only six years. It 
seems to me it requires longer 
for people to understand how the 


other peoples think and feel. 
World federation might some day 
be possible, ‘sxut not until people 
have had a greater length of time 
to find out about each other. One 
of the American world federalist 
members had also written me 
saying that the federation must 
come first and then be followed 
by understanding. I think this 
begs the question of how you 
obtain the federation and how, 
having obtained it in name, you 
do anything practical with it.

U.S. Hospital for Drug Victim Faces New Problems Caused is. 
by Influx of Youthful Addicts; Percentage of Teen-Agers 
Has Risen From Three to 18; Youngest 13 Years Old

LEXINGTON, Ky., June 4. 
HE United States Public 
Health Service Hospital for 
Narcotic Addicts is a huge 
quadrangle of a building which 
sits in the center of a thousand 


acres of blue grass on the Lees- | 


town Pike seven miles out of 
Lexington. When it was built in 
1935, it was called the Federal 
Narcotic Farm. But when they 


started getting a flood of ine. 


quiries about the price of nar- 
cotics raised on the farm and 
how to go about purchasing them, 
the United States Public Health 
Service decided perhaps it would 
be easier and less misleading to 
change the name. 

The place might be called a 
cross between a hospital and a 
prison. It was built, along with 
a similiar institution at Fort 
Worth, Tex., to meet the special 
requirements brought about by 
the problem of narcotic addiction. 
After the passage of the Harrison 
Narcotie Act in 1915, which made 
a drug addict a criminal, addicts 
were” sent to state and federal 
prisons by the thousands, where 
they. were treated as criminals. 
The hospitals grew out of the 
realization that the drug addict 
is a victim of a chronic illness, 
that he requires hospitalization, 
not incarceration, and that put- 
ting him in prison often did more 
harm than good. 

Until 1947 the two hospitals 
operated quietly and rather ob- 
scurely. During the years since 
it opened, the Lexington hospital 
had treated some 20,000 indi- 
viduals, both men and women, 
whose avérage age was a little 
over 29 years. It was in 1947 
that the hospital began to undergo 
a sudden change which was symp- 
tomatic of a national ill. 

It was then that the teen-agers 
started to arrive. Until that year 
Jess than 3 per cent of patients 
were under 21 years of age, and 
even those were in their late 
teens. Today more than 18 per 
cent of the patients are in their 
teens, and the age minimum was 
reached late last year by the ar- 
rival of a St. Louis boy who, al- 
though he gave his age as 15 
when he came in, subsequently 
was revealed to be only 13 years 
old. He had started smoking 
marijuana when he was 11, grad- 
uated to heroin, and when he 
came to the hospital was taking 
six capsules of heroin a day. 

, 2 

T reflected the startling increase 

in the use of narcotics among 
adolescents, presented problems 
of both space and treatment. Lex- 
ington hospital is designed for 
1300 patients. The treméndous in- 
crease in young people has 
swelled its present population to 
more than 1500, which means it is 
crowded beyond capacity. And 
there is always a long waiting list. 

Prescribed treatment at the hos- 
pital requires a stay of six manths. 

“Because of the urgency of the 
situation,” says Dr. Victor H. Vo- 
gel, medical officer in charge, 
“‘we have been revising our sys- 
tem and giving young people, who 
come or are sent here for the 
first time, precedence above the 
older patients, particularly those 
older patients who are coming 
back for the second, third or may- 
be fourth time. 

“We feel that there is a great- 
er chance for cure if these young 
people are taken in hand as quick- 
ly as possible and given the prop- 
er physical and psychiatric treat- 
ment. Consequently applications 
for addicts for first treatment are 
approved promptly, if we have 
room for them. 

“The big question now is wheth- 
er the present trend in teen-age 
addiction will exceed the capaci- 
ties of the Lexington and Fort 
Worth hospitals.” 

The patients at the hospital fall 
into three general classifications. 
They are the prisoners, or term 
patients, who have been convicted 
in federal court (usually for vio- 
lations of the federal narcotics 
laws) and sentenced to the hospi- 
tal. They remain for the duration

of their sentence, which may be 
months, or may run into the years. 

There are probationers, who 
have been placed on probation 
by a court with the condition that 
they remain at the hospital until 
recovered. 

Then there are the volunteers, 
those who voluntarily enter the 
hospital for treatment. 

No distinction is made between 
them as far as living conditions 
or treatment is concerned, but 
there is the difference that a vol- 
unteer can leave any time he 
pleases, upon giving a few hours’ 
notice. ‘ 

About half the teen-agers at 
the hospital are volunteers. The 
others are either prisoners or pro- 
bationers. It is the volunteer 
basis which presents one of the 
greatest problems in _ treating 
teen-agers. 

“When they have become with- 
drawn from the drug, and re- 
stored physically,” says Dr. Vo- 
gel, “they decide they’re cured 
and want to leave. We think, 
however, we now have the answer 
to this problem. We have taken 
the attitude that, even though the 
courts have ruled you can’t hold 
a volunteer here against his will, 
these young people are minors. 
Consequently they must have the 
consent of their parent or guard- 
ian before they can leave. That 
way we often are able to keep 
them here the full six months, 
which greatly increases their 
chances of staying off the drug.” 


Records of the institution show 

that of volunteers who stayed the 
required time and were dis- 
charged as recovered, 25 per cent 
stayed off drugs. Of those who 
left after there or four months, 
only 8 per cent have stayed off 
drugs. And of those who checked 
out within 30 days of admission, 
only two tenths of 1 per cent 
have made the grade. 
‘ The first step in overcoming 
the drug habit is called the with- 
drawal. It is, of course, the 
toughest stage. Once a patient 
has passed through it and entered 
the convalescent ward and then 
into one of the dormitories, he is 
likely to feel so well, physically, 
at any rate, that he will find him- 
self wondering why he ever be- 
came a victim of the drug, and 
swearing he will never touch it 
again. However, the doctors point 
out, when he goes out into the 
world again, he is still the same 
individual, subject to the same 
stresses and the same anxieties 
-—and the same temptations. 


Which brings up the question of 
whether a person is ever actually 
cured. Most authorities agree he 
is not, and that, like the alcoholic 
for whom it is total abstinence 
or else, he must build up his own 
psychological barriers and keep 
them up the rest of his life. 

When the patient enters the 
withdrawal ward everything is 
taken from him but a few per- 
sonal necessities, such as tooth 
brush and comb. Even his clothes 
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are taken away and kept against 
the day of his departure. Dur- 
ing the withdrawal he will be in 
pajamas. The rest of the time he 
will wear the white wash clothes 
of the institution. 

The intensity of the withdrawal 
depends upon, as the addicts say, 
“how big a habit you got.” How- 
ever many grains of heroin a man 
has been taking a day, he is giv- 
en a little less the first day, still 
less the second day, and so on, 
until he gets nothing. It takes 
from seven to 10 days, depending 
on how much the patient has been 
using. 

Many addicts try to “kick the 
habit,” as quitting is called, “cold 
turkey.” Which means with no 
tapering off process. This re- 
sults in extreme and almost un- 
bearable physical and nervous suf- 
fering, and, if a man has been a 
big user, can even cause death. 
Even the withdrawal as practiced 
at the hospital is a tough period. 
The patient is unable to eat. He 
undergoes frightening physical 
sensations, he is convinced that 
he is going to die and, at the same 
time, as one doctor expressed it, 
is afraid he won't.

WALKED through the with- 
| arawal ward with an attendant. 

The men lay on their hospital 
beds or sat around in little groups, 
but there was no conversation. No 
one was listening to a radio, no 
one was reading. They just stared 
into space. Some of them smiled 
as we went by. 

“They're happy now,” the at- 
tendant explained. “They’ve just 
had their morning shot. When it 
begins to wear off, they'll get 
restless and start moving around.” 

I remarked on the seeming lack 
of interest in anything. 

“They lose interest in every- 
thing,” the attendant explained. 
“In time the addict completely 
withdraws into himself,: and his 
one and consuming interest in 
life is himself and his habit.” 

We stopped to talk to a young 
man in his middle twenties, who 
had entered the haspital the day 
before, as a volunteer. 

“I picked up the habit during 
the war,” he said, “while I was 
stationed on Leyte. I always had 
a nervious Stomach and was sick 
most of the time. Nothing seemed 
to help me, and then I tried 
drugs. It gave me relief. But 
by the time the war was over, 
I was hooked. 

“My wife and I went to Florida 
together and I tried to break my- 
self there. But I couldn’t do it. 
My father-in-law and I are in 
business together in my home- 
town in Virginia, and things 
reached the point where I had 
to do something. The cost of the 
stuff was keeping all of us broke. 
So here I am.’ 

After the withdrawal period the 
patients go the the convalescent 
ward where, almost overnight, 
their appetites return with a ven- 
geance. 

“They get what we call the 
our ex- 
plained. “We can’t keep them 
filled. And they can’t seem to 
get enough and dessérts. 
We give them all.they want. It’s 
not uncommon for a man to gain 
as much as 40 pounds here.” 


After the convalescent period, | 


each patient who is physically 
able is given a work assignment. 
It may be in the garment shop, 
the woodworking shop, on the 
hospital farm or dairy, or what- 
gone the patient is best equipped 
or 
“It is our experience,” 
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Interviews with the teen-agers, 
however, have convinced the hos- 
pital authorities that there is lit- 
tle left for them to learn from the 
older heads, especially regarding 
the tricks of procuring drugs. 
They already know all the tricks. 


“‘We have also concluded,” says 
Dr. Vogel, “that many of the old 
timers here should serve as an 
object lesson to these young peo- 
ple. They can see with their own 
eyes the things we try to tell them 
about the ravages of the drug 
habit, and they can see their own 
future.” 


To date, the emphasis at the 
hospital has been on withdrawal 
from the drug and physical res- 
toration, with as much psychiatric 
help as they can give with a small 
staff divided among hundreds of 
patients. 

Little has been done Along the 
lines of mental and spiritual re- 
habilitation, from an official 
standpoint. However, during the 
last few years there has sprung 
up in the hospital a group called 
Narcotics Anonymous which is 
patterned after Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, and which uses the same 12 
steps to recovery. It has grown 
from a handful of men to a couple 
of hundred, and in recent months 
it has spread beyond the hospital 
into civilian life. There is a chap- 
ter in New York, started by an 


ex-patient at the hospital, a teen- 
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often read or hear of crimes hav- 
ing been committed by ‘a dope- 
crazed’ person, which, if you know 
the score, is ridiculous. Many ad- 
dicts do have criminal records, it’s 
true, but it is nearly always for 
crimes of theft to get money to 
buy the narcotics they need, and 
seldom if ever crimes of violence. 

“Why? Because if an addict 
gets the amount he needs he is 
comfortable and at peace with the 
world. If he gets too much, he is 
comatose. If he doesn’t have 
enough he is half sick and quite 
incapable of any crimes of vio- 
lence. Furthermore, as a result 
of his addiction, he loses what- 
ever aggressiveness he may have 
had. What he wants most in the 
world is to be left alone with his 
habit.” 

As with many other diseases 
which have been brought under 
control, ignorance is the greatest 
enemy in the fight against drug 
addiction, says Dr. Vogel, and he 
advocates a three-point program: 

“First, there should be an edu- 
cational program of the _ type 
which has proven so successfyl 
in the fight against such ills as 
heart disease, syphilis and cancer, 
to acquaint the people with the 
facts about drug addiction. 

“Second, continued strict en- 
forcement of the narcotic laws, all 
the way down the line from the 
international level to the county 
and precinct. 

“Third, the treatment of the 
addict as a sick individual, not 
only from a humanitarian stand- 
point, because each one is a Car- 
rier, so to speak, and capable of 
infecting someone else.”

South ruffed with 
the trump seven—and right there, 
if he had known it, he might as 
well- have conceded a one-trick 
defeat! For when he went to the 
board’s diamond ace and led the 
spade queen through East, the 
latter politely declined to cover, 
and the king could not be 
trapped. On the successive trump 
lead, South had to lahd in his 
own hand, and there was no way 
back to dummy. South tried to 
get there by cashing two clubs 
and ruffing a third round, but 
East over-ruffed. 

Few declarers exercise enough 
plain, simple care in such situ- 
ations as this. Intent on the 
trump finesse, they don’t stop to 
think that it can’t hurt to ruff 
the second heart with the jack, 
10 or nine, whereas it can be of 
vital importance to do just that! 
Observe that if South keeps the 
seven-spot, he can lead the queen 
from dummy, underplay the jack 
or 10, and then lead dummy’s 
eight, getting under it with the 
seven-spot. Now the third trump 
lead through East, puts East out 
of the running.
